THE  more  local  Clubs  become  recognized  by  keeping  the  college  loyalty 
bright  and  vigorous  and  directing  it  into  useful  channels  the  more  the 
mutual  regard  will  be  strengthened — that  regard  which  has  always  existed 
between  Alma  Mater  and  her  daughters.  Your  future  service  can  know 
no  limitation  if  you  but  prove  your  quality,  with  a  loyalty  which  never 
wearies,  one  which  is  always  searching  out  new  ways  to  serve.

In  accordance  with  the  decision  made  at  the  annual  meeting  in  June 
this  first  news  of  the  fall  is  being  sent  to  every  Alumna  on  our  list  whose 
address  we  believe  to  be  correct.  Ensuing  publications  will  be  sent  to 
those  only  who  have  earned  the  privilege  by  payment  of  dues.  The  fiscal 
year  starts  on  January  1st.  Commence  leap  year  in  good  form  by  forward' 
ing  your  two  dollar  check  to  the  treasurer  before  the  Christmas  rush. 

Take  advantage  of  the  fact  that  to  date  you  receive  your  Bulletins 
free — or  rather,  that  they  are  included  in  your  dues.  Most  alumni 
organi2,ations  do  not  do  this,  any  more  than  they  invite  their  alumni  to 
come  back  and  stay  on  campus  free.

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Wilfred  B.  Shaw  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  and  president  of 
the  American  Alumni  Council  to  which  Sweet  Briar  belongs  says  that 
"wherever  there  is  a  striking  need — there  the  Alumni  are  apt  to  con' 
centrate  their  efforts."  Our  "striking  need"  to  Sweet  Briar  at  present  is 
the  support  of  the  organi2,ation — we  can't  live  without  it.  Realize  that 
we  have  no  financial  backing  but  your  dues  and  the  contributions  of  the 
various  Clubs  from  their  hard  earned  returns  from  rummage  sales,  bridges, 
theater  parties  and  the  like.  Consider  that  if  2,000  of  you  joined  right 
there  we  would  have  $4,000  to  aid  in  the  running  of  the  association.  This 
past'  year  we  have  had  a  scarce  600  members  (an  increase  of  nearly  300), 
and  the  running  expenses  for  the  year  were  approximately  $2,000  with 
but  one  Bulletin  and  a  news  letter  for  publications.  The  job  cannot  be 
done  if  you  don't  pay  the  freight.  I  challenge  any  one  of  you  to  state 
just  one  legitimate  reason  for  callous  indifference  to  the  Association  which 
is  your  only  bond  of  union  with  Sweet  Briar. 


Changes  In  the  College 

From  the  Sweet  Briar  Newspaper,  October  5th,  1927 

WITH  the  recent  advent  into  our  midst  of  the  "Sweet  Briar  News" 
there  has  come  to  most  of  us  a  realiziation  of  the  spirit  of  progress 
which  pervades  our  college  community,  and  of  the  forces  which  are  con' 
tinually  striving  toward  the  enrichment  of  our  student  life.  Each  year 
the  returning  classes  have  been  pleasantly  surprised  by  the  results  of  the 
past  summer's  activities,  but  this  September  the  old  girls  were  more  than 
aware  of  the  many  changes  in  their  environment. 

Perhaps  the  chief  evidence  of  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  college  execu' 
tives  during  the  last  few  months  is  shown  by  our  many  new  Faculty  mem' 
bers.  All  of  these  are  graduates  of  leading  educational  institutions,  and 
their  presence  here  proves  Sweet  Briar's  ability  to  maintain  the  highest 
standards  in  every  department.  Accompanying  the  Faculty  changes  are 
some  changes  in  the  curriculum,  the  most  important  of  which  is,  perhaps, 
the  new  Psychology  schedule. 

Another  way  in  which  the  college  life  of  1927-28  differs  from  that 
of  last  year  is  in  its  dormitory  arrangements.     More  than  ever  before  we 
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notice  a  breaking'down  of  the  barriers  of  class  feelings,  and  a  streng'thening 
of  the  bonds  of  unity  and  progress.  During  the  past  year  we  saw  the 
abolition  of  hazing,  and  this  semester  we  see  members  of  the  upper  classes 
living  in  Reid  and  Grammer,  and  even  taking  their  meals  in  the  Freshman 
refectory. 

Of  first  importance  in  our  athletic  progress  in  the  new  Hockey  field 
back  of  Fergus  Reid,  where  many  classes  meet  daily,  thus  relieving  former 
congestion  in  outdoor  work.  And,  certainly,  the  rejuvenation  of  Sweet 
Briar  House  with  the  perfect  taste  of  Miss  Glass,  gave  the  old  students 
a  thrill  which  those  now  seeing  it  for  the  first  time  can  never  experience. 
The  remodelling  of  Randolph,  too,  is  a  welcome  sign  of  our  advancement, 
and  our  desire  to  make  the  interior  of  our  college  as  beautiful  as  its  grounds 
and  surrounding  country.  And  all  of  these  are  but  the  most  outstanding 
of  a  host  of  recent  indications  of  our  continued  progress  and  development.

TwentySecond  Year  of  Sweet  Briar  Opens 
with  Convocation 

The  opening  of  Sweet  Briar  took  place  with  convocation  on  the  even' 
ing  of  September  twenty-second.  After  a  few  words  to  the  student  body, 
Miss  Glass  introduced  each  of  the  new  members  of  the  faculty,  who  are 
as  follows:  Dr.  Carl  Connor,  head  of  the  English  department,  recently  of 
the  faculty  of  Columbia  University;  Dr.  Helen  K.  Mull,  associate  professor 
of  Philosophy,  Psychology  and  Education,  who  comes  to  us  from  the  Vassar 
faculty;  Mr.  Ewing  C.  Scott,  professor  of  Chemistry,  who  taught  at  the 
University  of  California,  at  the  A.  E.  F.  Gas  School  in  France  during  the 
war,  and  since  then  has  been  engaged  in  chemical  research  and  teaching  in 
Pekin,  China;  Miss  Frances  Haven,  a  recent  graduate  of  Mt.  Holyoke 
College,  an  assistant  to  Mr.  Scott;  Miss  Helen  Caulkins,  head  of  the 
Mathematics  department,  recently  of  the  faculty  of  the  University  of 
Nebraska,  who  will  occupy  this  position  during  the  absence  of  Professor 
Eugenie  Morenus;  Miss  Julia  Wells  Bower,  who  comes  from  a  position  on 
the  Vassar  faculty  and  who  will  be  a  new  Instructor  in  the  Mathematics 
department;  Miss  Florence  H.  Robinson,  an  assistant  Professor  in  Latin 
and  Greek  and  Faculty  Advisor  to  Freshmen,  who  succeeds  Miss  Newell, 
former  Instructor  at  Mills  College  and  of  the  faculty  of  Mount  Holyoke; 
Miss  Margaret  L.  Goreth,  Instructor  in  Physical  Education;  Miss  Milly 
Milliken,  recently  an  Instructor  in  Athletics  in  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  at  Colorado 
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Springs,  an  assistant  in  the  department  of  Physical  Education;  Miss  Maria 
Bondreaux  of  New  Orleans,  an  additional  Instructor  in  French  in  the  depart' 
ment  of  Romance  Languages;  and  Dr.  Preston  C.  Edwards,  Professor  of 
Physics,  formerly  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  British  College  in  India 
and  then  of  Winthrop  College  in  South  Carolina. 

Also,  the  heads  of  various  organiziations  of  Sweet  Briar  were  named 
and  called  upon  to  speak.  Miss  Jocelyn  Watson  from  Memphis,  Tenn.,^ 
president  of  the  Student  Government  Association,  Miss  Marian  Taber, 
from  Columbia,  S.  C,  president  of  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Associa' 
tion,  Miss  Bess  Lawrence,  from  Ponca  City,  Okla.,  president  of  the  Dram' 
atic  Association,  "Paint  and  Patches,"  Miss  Dorothy  McGinnis,  from 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  president  of  the  Glee  Club,  and  Miss  Evelyn  Claybrook, 
from  Cumberland,  Md.,  president  of  the  Athletic  Association,  each  told 
something  of  her  organization  for  the  benefit  of  the  new  girls  and  asked  the 
cooperation  of  the  student  body  for  the  coming  year. 

With  this  assembly  came  the  realization  to  all  that  "we  really  belong 
now,"  which  alone,  was  a  thrill  to  the  old  students  and  no  incoming  student 
could  help  recognizing  the  true  spirit  of  Sweet  Briar  and  the  closeness  of 
feeling  that  the  "calling  together"  always  brings  about. 


Sweet  Briar  House  Restored  By  President  Glass 

The  recent  burning  of  Sweet  Briar  House  brought  to  mind  the  inter- 
esting history  of  a  house  which  has  woven  itself  into  the  affectionate 
memories  of  many  people  in  the  one  hundred  and  forty  years  of  its  existence. 
More  than  two  thousand  women,  scattered  over  the  United  States  have 
known  and  loved  it  in  their  college  years,  and  it  was  some  one  hundred 
and  twenty  years  old  when  they  first  knew  it. 

In  1798,  one  Joseph  Crouse  willed  the  place  to  Joseph  Crouse;  320 
acres  came  from  a  tract  of  "wild  land"  granted  to  George  Carrington  by 
the  Crown  in  1770  and  so  the  plantation  grew. 

Elijah  Fletcher,  born  at  Ludlow,  Vermont  in  1789  came  to  take  charge 
of  the  North  Glasgow  Academy  in  Amherst  County,  and  there  married 
Marie  Antoinette  Crawford,  a  daughter  of  one  of  the  oldest  families  in  the 
county,  who  gave  the  name,   Sweet  Briar  Plantation.     She  and  Elijah 
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became  enamoured  of  the  T'shaped  colonial  house  of  Joseph  Grouse,  and 
purchased  it  about  1830.  To  increase  the  sizie  of  the  house  Mr.  Fletcher 
built  two  three  story  towers,  one  higher  than  the  other. 

Of  Mr.  Fletcher's  four  children  it  was  Indiana  through  whom  the 
property  came  to  Sweet  Briar  College.  Immediately  after  the  Civil  War 
she  married  the  Rev.  James  Henry  Williams  of  New  York.  Daisy  was 
the  only  child,  and  when  she  died  at  the  age  of  seventeen,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Williams  thought  more  and  more  of  turning  their  wealth  to  educational 
purposes,  and  after  his  death  these  plans  became  increasingly  absorbing  to 
Mrs.  Williams,  until  in  her  lonely  last  years  they  must  have  occupied  almost 
all  her  thought. 

Thus  came  into  being  in  1900  by  her  will  Sweet  Briar  College.  Now  did 
old  Sweet  Briar  House  enter  upon  still  another  and  the  strongest  phase  of 
its  life.  It  had  known  itself  as  a  modest  colonial  house  of  six  rooms,  felt 
itself  expand  and  take  on  an  Italian  air  by  the  erection  of  the  two  square 
towers  at  each  end,  and  rampled  along  the  back  with  the  addition  of  four 
more  rooms  and  a  hall  and  stairway  into  the  tower  on  the  east  end,  donned 
further  Italian  ornament  by  a  double  arched  gallery  along  the  front  be' 
tween  the  towers,  and  picked  out  these  ornaments,  as  it  was,  by  the 
delicately  wrought  iron  balconies  at  the  tower  windows.  So  it  stood 
when  Mrs.  Williams  died,  and  when  six  years  later  Sweet  Briar  College 
opened  its  doors.  The  drawing-rooms  were  then  used  for  receptions, 
the  president  had  her  quarters  above,  the  old  library  became  the  post' 
office,  the  treasurer  was  housed  next  door,  the  offices  of  the  president 
and  her  secretary  were  established  in  the  east  tower,  and  the  college  phy 
sician  had  an  improvised  infirmary.  Then  the  house  established  its 
ghost  whom  the  present  students  declare  they  saw  going  up  the  front  steps 
into  the  house  the  night  of  the  recent  fire. 

Sweet  Briar  students  have  loved  its  unusual  lines,  its  graceful  stairway, 
its  haunted  tower,  its  tall  gilt  mirrors,  the  good  old  Sheraton  and  Chip' 
pendale  furniture,  Chinese  bronzies,  and  clocks,  Staffordshire  and  crystal, 
even  the  Victorian  tidies  and  Swiss  music-box  which  later  generations 
acquired. 

The  opening  of  Sweet  Briar  College  on  the  20th  found  the  house 
restored.  Unremitting  care  and  interest  on  the  part  of  the  architects, 
Clark  and  Crowe,  resulted  in  the  duplication  of  the  old  fashioned  mouldings, 
the  irregular  lines,  the  variety  of  doors,  the  restful  proportions  that  gave 
the  house  so  much  of  its  charm. 
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The  only  addition  to  the  house  is  a  small  room,  unnoticed  from  the 
outside,  that  is  to  be  called  "Daisy's  room,"  and  will  contain  the  personal 
souvenirs  of  Daisy  and  Miss  Indy,  that  every  Sweet  Briar  student  wants 
to  see,  and  that  yet  do  not  lend  themselves  to  display  in  rooms  used  for 
other  purposes. 

The  Manson  Memorial  Scholarship  given  by  the  Alumns  annually 
goes  to  Annie  Beth  Price  from  San  Antonio,  Texas.
